Elsie Fiore, Town Meeting Member Pet. 2, read a lettershe wrote requesting thatTAC research the traffic problems 
in the Route 2/Lake Streetarea to hopefully come up with recommendations to ease problems. Mrs. Fiore's letter 
also expressed concern for construction and flooding/sewerage issues that affect the East Arlington neighborhood. 
Mrs. Fiore asked for discussion regarding possible development at the old "Faces" site and possible shopping 
center development at the old skating rinksite. 

Mr. Stephen Kiejna, 18 Surry Road, reported that his daughter and nephew were attacked by a neighborhood dog on 
his property and that there have been other unreported incidents.

Mr. Greeley asked for confirmation that the intersection of Old Mystic St. and Hutchinson Rd. had been referred to 
TAC for recommendation. 

Mr. Greeley reported that both the AYCC and HCAevents held overthe lastcouple of weeks were successful and 
that the spirit in the Town is amazing. Mr. Greeley thanked everyone for his brother, Brian's salute at the HCA event. 

Mrs. Mahon requested that Mr. Sullivan address the McClennen Park rodent problem. Mr. Sullivan responded that 
there are several departments involved and they will continue working to rid the park of the problem. Ms. Rowe 
recommended thatall park users take home with them all food product waste that they took to the parkas a wayof 
helping address the problem. 

Mrs. Mahon stated that based upon the lasttwo weather emergencies there is a need for all utility contacts and their 
information to be forwarded to the Manager's office and Selectmen's office. Mrs. Mahon asked that Mr. Sullivan look 
into getting this information and passing it on to other key emergency response personnel. 

Mrs. Mahon announced that the AHS Varsity Cheerleaders placed second in the division competition last week end 
and will be continuing on to the regional s Sunday, November 13th. 

Mrs. Mahon reminded everyone to attend the traditional AHS vs. ACHS Thanksgiving Dayfootball game at the high 
school turf. 

Ms. Rowe reported that Senator Donnellyand John Spiedel, Assessor, held a senior forum to discuss state/local 
exemptions. Ms. Rowe asked Mr. Sullivan to look into newer low income levels through a warrant article this year. 
Ms. Rowe stated that complaints from the Sunnyside neighborhood regarding noise from football games at Dilboy 
Field were being worked on by Senator Donnelly with the DCR.
